Now you 
oj. on singing songs all your life. 


There are plenty of people to sing for 
the devil: you do your singing for the 
Lord." Before Dr. Chapman took the 
platform the audience sang "Halle- 
lujah! What a Savior." 


Easy to Drift in These Days. 


"I feel that In these meetings we 


have been coming along step by step, 
reaching higher and higher in our ex- 
perience, nnd that this night ought to 
be a great night for decision." said Dr. 
Chapman In -beginning his sermon. "In 
these days It Is very easy for one to 
drift, and drifting-!s usually an un- 
conscious experience. We nre not to 
be censured- for drifting unconscious- 
ly, but we are to be very strongly 
censured If we realize we arc drifting 
and do not turn back and get into the 
right way.

Her answer, by her attorney, wa's that 
she feared the evidence would be ex- 
posed' to the persons interestsed. and 
DeWoody was the man she accused 
througli her counsel.

Woody came to her at Portage. WIs.. 
to get certain information and told her 
of the secret information the grand 
Jury had obtained which later resulted 
in -the'indictment of former Cashier 
Fitzgerald, of the federal sub-treasury 
on charges of theft of $173,000. 


Judge .Landis directed that this be 


stricken. from the records, as not af- 
fecting her charge that De Woody- 
had violated his instructions of. se- 
crecy concerning grand.jury informa- 
tion in the specific brick trust case. 


Created Sensation, 


The charges created 
a. sensation 


when made, since their first expres- 
sion 
was 
a. vague, one. Attorney 


Brown said: 
."The reason we feared 


to give the grand jury this informa- 
tion that other testimony before tho 
grand jury had been tipped off to the 
brick trust by the head of the depart^ 
ment making the investigation."

Brown assured him he was not and 
amplified his first statement by say-

strikP ultimatum to the Railroad Man- 
agers' association Monday, backed by 
tho approval of more than 95 per cent 
of the 33,000 engineers who are mem- 
bers, according to Warren S. Stone, 
president, nf tho brotherhood today. 
The last, group of returns on the strike 
vote were counted today and while 
the actual figures wero withheld by the 
engineers, Mr. .Stone said the strike 
sentiment, was stronger than lie had 
expected. 


After months of negotiations the de- 


mands of the engineers now are some 
seven per cent (of the present wage 
schedule 
higher than 
tho railroad 


managers are willing to grant. Mon- 
day, according to Mr. Stone, the result 
of the recent strike vote will be shown 
the railroad managers and the ulti- 
matum deliverei'l. If the demands are 
not acceded to a strike that will close 
the throttle of every railroad locomo- 
tive, west, south and north of Chicago 
may be called within five hours, it was 
intimated.

Tokia. Dec. 10.—The public trial of 


Penjoro Kotoku and twenty-five asso- 
ciates, including his wife, was opened 
in the supreme court to<Wy. The spe- 
cial'court which first 'examined the 
prisoners found nil ot them guilty of 
plotting against the lite of the em- 
peror and recommended capital pun- 
ishment. The allege^ conspiracy was 
uncovered in September. 


Kotoku, asserted to be the leader of 


the plotters, was formerly connected 
with a Tokio newspaper and at one 
time lived in America, where, it. is said, 
he was associated with a. political or- 
ganization with headquarters in San 
Francisco. All of the accused are de- 
scribed by the police as 
anarchists. 


nominally public those who are not 
directly concerned were admitted ont* 
during the formal questioning of the 
defendants. This over, the court room 
was cleared and the trial proceeded In 
camera.

"Well, a sensationW evangelist is an 


evangelist who does things for the sake 
of doing them." 


"What about Billy Sunday?"

evangelist: but-he is the highest type 
of a sensational evangelist: and he Is 
almost the slncerest and truest man I 
tnow. He preaches to a class of men 
that I do not meet with, and I do not

Wayne' Knitting Mills Heady to Inaugurate Its New Dormitory 


and Club House for Its W omen Kmployes — Place Also for 
Recreation of Men—DiniuK in Style »t Actual Cost. 


A young, 
rosy 
cheeked 
girl in u. 


>retty pink dress sat at the player- 
•lano listening to the merry tune she 
vas playing witli evident enjoyment, 
bove the piano was a lan;<? oil paini- 
ng one would look for only In an art 
gallery. Back of the girl in the large 


nd brilliantly lighted room was a long 
able strewn with papers and maga- 
ines. There were comfortable chairs 
)[ mission style, rugs on the floors and 
n an adjoining room were more tables 
and chairs for convenience or reading 


amusements. 
"Do you think this is a pretty and 


homelike place?" the young girl in the 


ink gown was asked. And the read- 
ness and heartiness with which she 
replied left no room for doubt of her 
incerity when she sain. "Well. I should 
lay I do." 


This was a glimpse of the recrea- 


ion room, or living room it might 
veil be called, in the dormitory build- 
ng just completed by the Wayne 
Knitting 
Mills 
company 
on 
their 


grounds 
in 
Knitter's avenue. This 


dormitory building is a large one. built 
as its name implies,, as a home for 
uch girls employed at the mills as 
ome from out of town to work. 
The 


lormitory. in charge of a man and his 
vife. who have entire supervision of 
jje building, is a large, modern, san- 
tary home. No feature has been over- 
ooked. The sleeping rooms are'in two 
plans, single and double. In each are 
'ne or two windows, heat radiators 
ind electric lights. 
The floors 
are 


^tained and neat rugs are laid. 
The 


>eds are modeled on 
the 
style of 


handsome brass ones of plain design 
ind are enameled in a finish that looks 
ike brass. Springs, mattresses And 
soft bedding further testify that com- 
ort and not show has been considered 
n the furnishings. In several rooms, 
where the girls had become domiciled, 
here were pictures on the walls and 
<nick knacks on the dressers, which 
;avc a still more homelike appearance 
,o the rooms. 
The girls can do is 


.hey please and as they 
can afford, 


have a room alone or with a room- 
mate. 
As for use of the recreation 


rooms, they are open to 10:30 o'clock 
even" evening and the matron remains 
within call tintil the lights arc turned 
olT. There are no rules. 
Ktvcryone is 


expected to conduct herself as a lady. 


Naturally a girl can have a. pleasant 


Ime under such circumstances. 
She 


may read. sew. write, dance, talk or 
•>lay games. 
The piano and its "play- 


er" are always there with many good 
ecords. 
Sometimes parties are ma.Ic 


up for the theater or other entertain- 
ment. 
Twice every 
week 
the gins 


lave a chance to go Into the base- 
ment of the Mjuildlng. which Is the 
recreation room «f the members of tho 
Textile club and which la open from 
noon until 11 o'clock In the evening. 
Tuesdays and Thursdays are the ev- 
enlnga the young women of the houso 


may bowl in the fine alleys if they 
like to try gymnastic stunts, or spend 
their odd pennies 
on 
such simple 


sweets as chocolate and salted nuts, 
without any one to watch them but 
the manager and matron of the house. 


This basement of the building is 


fitted up completely for the use of the 
Textile club. 
Besides its bowling al- 


leys are billiard and pool tables and 
there is gymnastic apparatus. 
Soft 


drinks and cigars can be obtained, but 
no alcoholic drinks. 
The floors are 


excellent, made of cement and then 
covered with a cement polish. There 
seems to be absolutely .no dust in the 
building as 
the 
vacuum system ot 


heating is used and the power, is sup- 
plied In,the operating mills across the 
street. There is a room in the base- 
ment, too. for use of the Saxonia sing- 
ing society. 
This description of the 


possibilities of amusemenf/in the base- 
ment is intentionally brief. Attention 
is called particularly to what is done 
for the young women who make the 
dormitory their home while employed 
in the mills. 
About twenty young 


women .at present have rooms in the 
dormitory. 
They can live at an ex- 


pense ot So cents. $1.25 or $1.50 a 
week for a room, as they may choose 
to be alone 
or 
with 
a 
roommate. 


Whatever they pay includes everything 
but meals and in the modern equipped 
laundry in the basement, that Is en- 
tirely separated from other rooms of 
the same floor, a girl can do her own 
laundry work if she chooses and save 
her dimes in that direction. Figuring 
three meals a day and the most ex- 
pensive sleeping room she can get., a 
dormitory girl will have to pay $3.4$ 
a week. 


Every girl has an inducement as 


well as every convenience to keep her- 
self as clean as soap and water can 


' make her. 


I 
Soft water is found in the lavatories 


' all oi-cr the bulldlnir. On the second 


Moor are four bathrooms with hot and 
cold water and 
every 
convenience. 


, Even shower bnths are fitted up in the 


; dormitory proper and in the basement. 


Still another illustration ot the fore- 
sight of the builders are the roomy 
halls, the means of exit 
from 
the 


, building and the fire escapes that lead 


to the ground. One room is called the 
sickroom. If a roomer In the house is 


' taken ill she. can be removed to the 
i quiet of that room where a case of 
i simple remedies win be kept. In fact. 
! there'seems to be nothing unthought 


of in providing for thn convenience and 
comfort of those resident In the build- 
ing. 
With few exceptions the girls 


who make their home In the dormi- 
tory live, In nearby towns. But gen- 
erally these girls go home on Saturday 
afternoons to remain over 
Sunday. 


These sleeping and livlngrooms of the 
dormitory are by no means all of the 
building. On the second floor are tho

private suite or rooms occupied by the 
manager and his wife, Mr. and Mrs. 
F. Y. Gross. On the main floor are the 
private diningroom and business room 
for the directors of the mills and a 
handsome reception room. 
The great 


interest ot the observer is naturally 
directed to the dinlngroom which can 
seat five hundred, people. The room is 
light and cheery, with windows facing 
south and west. At the noon hour It 
Is a beehive with the bees In swarm. 
Nearly four hundred men and women 
come pouring'In from the milte, make 
a hurried stop tor cleaning .up In the 
lavatories and then clatter into the 
diningroom and seat 
themselves at 


the long tables. On a! long counter are 
receptacles for keeping a part of the 
food hot, though most of it Is served 
direct from the fine kitchen which Is 
kept so clean that it shines. 
From 


fifteen to twenty girls enter the dining- 
room ahead of the big crowd of hun- 
gry folk. As the result of systematic 
training everyone knows what to do. 
Each girl has her own particular share 
of the work. 
Movements are almost 


simultaneous. 
Bowls 
of 
steaming 


soup are placed 
on the 
tables, the 


doors are thrown open and In troop 
the company of employes and seat 
themselves. 
A few come in with their 


own lunch baskets, 
but 
they 
are 


equally welcome with those who take 
their entire noonday meal from the 
menu provided. 
Everyone 
has 
the 


privilege of a seat and to buy as much 
or as little as he pleases. Water for 
drinking purposes is furnished all over 
the building from an artesian well be- 
longing to the company. 


Different 
prices 
prevail. 
For in- 


stance, one may lunch on soup, bread. 
butter, two vegetables and simple des- 
sert and something to drink for twelve 
cents or one may pay five cents more 
and have a sen-ing of meat. The help- 
Ings are generous. 
The food is good. 


No cheap meats are 
bought 
as the 


manager buys wholesale and stores his 
meats in the enormous iceroom and 
refrigerators in the basement of the 
building. Good coffee, the "real arti- 
cle." with cream is served. The finan- 
cial object in running the dlningroom 
is merely to get the return of what 
the food costs. "I have orders never 
to figure on profits in any way." said 
the chef, "but 
to serve 
wholesome 


food." 


Luncheons are also served to the 


employes every morning 
and 
every 


afternoon, free of expense, thus giving 
tired bodies both physical rest and 
nourishment. 


It is a little village all by Itself out 


in the west part of the city where the 
big mills keep their hundreds of em- 
ployes busy six days In a week the 
year round, and the 
blgr 
dormitory 


building with its comforts, conven- 
iences and various sorts ot equipment 
Is the center of Interest just now.

MENDING RUG FRINGE. 


If your rug has a torn fringe, Co 


not put it In the attic, but mend the 
fringe. It Is very easy to do and well 
worth your pains. 


Cut off all the fringe, get a piece of 


pasteboard four 
Inches square and 


wind around it yarn 
of a 
color to 


match the. rug. Wind the yarn one way 
around tho pasteboard 
five 
or six 


times and slip it off. Then put one 
•nd of the yarn through the end of the 
•ug nnd pull the other end through 
,md clinch It. Keep this up until you 
get all the way across the end of the 
•ug. 
If only a little is torn, and you 


;an match the fringe exactly, you do 
.tot need to cut off all that is there. 
This method, of course, is equally good 
for any fabric fringe.

lemon, one-eighth of an ounce of or 
unge flowers., one-half an

root, and two and one-half grains o 
oil of bitter almond. This is mixed I 
the same way as the heliotrope. 


It will be noticed that neither ot the 


formulas contain the actual odor, but 
if the combination ot elements is made 
as It should be the result will be violet 
or heliotrope. 


Lavender sachet powder is Inexpen- 


sive and pleasant. It is made from live 
ounces ot dried lavender flowers re- 
duced to powder, one and 
one-half 


ounces of powdered 
benzoin, 
three 


ounces of cypress powder and three- 
quarters of a dram of Mitcham's oil ot 
lavender. 


Only a small quantity ot any per- 


fumed powder Is required for n piece 
of fancy work, and the most satisfac- 
tory results will always be obtained by 
sprinkling the scent between two thin 
layers of cotton batting.

Hints from Exoerts. Who Are Inclined to Be- 


lieve the High* Cost of Living May Be a Blessing in 


Disguise.

N the late campaign much reference was made to 
the high cost of living, and it was stated by cam- 
paign speakers ami generally accepted as accurate 
tliat it has increased in the. last fifteen years by fifty 
per cent, while the increase of wages during the 


same time was only five per cent. 


So once again is forced upon us that never ceasing 


question..'JJ)o we understand how to eat?" Might not 
smaller quantities of food mean not only a more» 
economical way of living, but a more healthful one? 


For it often has been held and not often disputed 


that as a nation we cat far too much, far too often and 
that the toll of our too generous repasts results in what 
has been termed the national complaint of our coun- 
try—dyspepsia. 


As for New York, the fact seems incontestable. Any 


evening in Broadway alone a glance is sufficient to 
show that the restaurants there are filled with diners 
and that the very richest foods are being consumed. 


"Xew York," said a prominent man recently, "is 


the greatest dining out city in the world. It is also 
the most expensive, and the restaurants hare brought 
about a habit of rich eating among the middle class 
population which is unequalled by any similar class 
in the history of the world." 


This is special evidence by one who is well calcu- 


lated to judge. An equally eminent physician^how- 
ever, presents a different angle upon the question and 
deals with results. 


"There are more diseases," he said, "which are the 


direct result of overeating in New York than in any 
other city of the country; and I venture to say that 
the percentage of liver trouble and complaints of In- 
digestion are hijr' J|k i that city than in any other of 
the great capitals. **.he world. 


"Twenty years ago this could not have been said, 


hut the growth of disorders which are toe direct re- 
sult of great eating, or the eating of too rich food, has 
undoubtedly kept pace with-the era of 'home cook- 
Ing.' For then people did not eat so much as now- 
adays from a variety of causes. 


"Home cooking, for one thing, provides far less in 


variety than the man or woman gets who eats out. 
The example of others, too, has always to be taken 
Into account. When a man sees hundreds of others 
about him eating heartily of rjph food he will usually 
do the same. It is also to some extent the result of the 
Increased standard of living. At all events we have 
become'a nation of overeators and we lire suffering 
tor it both in digestion and pocket. 


"Howev-cr this may be, it seems that the rule to

If the advice of acute observers is to be believed." 


A British View. 


One of the most brilliant of contemporary English 


novelists who pnld a recent visit to this country held 
approximately the snrae views as those quoted. He 
considered the restaurant to lie one of the chief 
features of New York life, as well as of the lives of 
other American cities, and he drew a. direct deduction 
as to the reusuns for the almost national difficulty of 
the American in the digestion of his food. A peculiar 
nngle of the question struck him. 


"People are not ashamed to confess to overeating," 


he said, "though they would blush lo admit to over- 
drinking. Yet overeating is worse on the whole in 
its effects. 
It has produced decadent aristocracies 


in almost every country in the world. It limits the 
heavy eater's vital activity to the earlier parts of life. 
At forty he wonders why he dare not attempt the 
dinners which ho enjoyed once, while at forty-five or 
fifty lift' is a walk between the specialist and the ex- 
pensive waters of some foreign health cure." 


In fact, the, overworked American stomach has 


been the bane of spine of its most brilliant sons. 
Itobert G. lugcrsoll, who, while bis views upon tbe 
mis It era of religion were not. shared by the great ma- 
jority of his fellow Americans, was yet admitted.to 
be one-of the most brilliant minds at tbe American 
Bar, was a victim of food partaken of not wisely but 
too well. , Indigestion in his case became so' acute 
that several times he was upon the point of death. 
He consulted many specialists, and their verdicts were 
unanimous. "Eat more sparingly," said they, "and 
eat the right kind of food." 


"And," snid Mr. Ingorsoll afterward, in his inimi- 


table way, "the right sort of food is the light sort of 


food." 


Accordingly he immediately put his appetite into 


training. Everything heavy was eliminated and the 
actual amount of food was 'substantially diminished. 
Tie ate no rich starches or heavy dark meats. 
He 


(Irani; no coffee, wine or liquors, and he snid that the 
following menu resulted in the lengthening of his life 


by fifteen years:—

For breakfast he ate a baked apple or other fruits 


in season. He never ate toast or muffins, and he drank 
weak tea—never coffee. 
For luncheon he had an 


omelette or eggs in any form. 
For dinner he took^ 


fricassee of chicken, turkey or any white meat, fish 
sparingly and a concluding cup o« coffee. 


Colonel Ingcrsoll was in the habit of remarking that 


optimism and hope depend hirgefy on a light regimen 
at table. 


If one can believe H. It. Sherard, who some years 


ago devoted a magazine article to a study of Heinrich 
Ibsen pessimism woultl appear to have Accompanied 
this groat dramatist's substantial appreciation of great 
dinners. He notes it also In the case of Zola. Mr.

mist. I think it is certainly true that the average 
man eats too much, and that ais work suffers accord- 
ingly. Whenever I have a particularly big day's work 
in front of me I am more than usually sparing in my 
eating." 


And Mr: Belasco'S ordinary scale of diet attests this. 


For breakfast some scrambled eggs and some weak 
ten are sufficient; for luncheon an apple and a piece of 
pie eaten while he works. For dinner some chicken, 
some salad, some ice cream and some apollinaris water 
often constitute his meal. This would seem to sug- 
gest that a high activity Is not in the least interfered 
with by this very modest scale of diet, for Mr. Belasco 
Is at work almost every waking hour of his time. 


In fact all the leaders of the theatrical profession 


lend color to the contention that light eating is con- 
joined to good health and large results. A. L. Er- 
langer and Lee Shubert are alike in this. A raw egg 
swallowed from a tumbler and some orange juice are 
all Mr. Erlanger takes for .breakfast, and his lunch- 
eon is unusually light. Mr. Shubert, more often than 
not docs without luncheon entirely in the pressure of 
business. And he has remarked upon more than one 
occasion, "I feel the better for it." 


Charles Frohman Is a particularly striking illustra- 


tion of this theory- 
At one stage of his career an 


uncomfortable 
stoutness 
distressed him. France,

health, and he, too, adopted the idea of simplicity, as

Breakfast, two eggs, coffee, hoc milk, but never 


cream; luncheon, a sandwich and n couple of apples; 
dinner, oysters, steak, potatoes, pie. Ice cream, coffee. 
No liquors and no wine. 


It will be remembered also that Russell Sage's 


usual luncheon was a couple of apples, nnd he attrib- 
uted his long life largely to his sparing diet. Senator 
Depew gives as largely the reasons for his success 
the habit of "eating little and laughing much." The 
usual preface of a working day for Senator Dcpew is 
one egg, a slice of toast and an orange. 


The Athlete's Food. 


Those athletes, too. -tfho have mnde n study of 


health suggest that the high cost of living would lose 
many of its terrors if the average person atn properly. 
William Muldoon is very emphatic upon the Influ- 
ence of plain food in not too great quantities upon 
health. 


"The constant overindulgence of food." he said not 


long ago. "weakens the will, ns well as constantly tend- 
ing to overwork the digestive functions of the body, 
and so puts into motion almost nil the diseases which 
are most fatal to civilized man to-day. Man generally 
does not treat his body in a sanitary way. He drinks 
too little water, for one tiling. He should always start 
the day on several glasses of hot water and between 
meals should constantly drink it cold. He, should be- 
ware of made up dishes. He should constantly remem- 
ber that the nourishment, of food depends not upon the 
quantities, but upon the way it *s digested. 


"The results of it upon a man's will are, as I have 


snid, however, among the most serious results of over- 
eniting. A glutton is tempted to overeat three timt-s 
daily. If he cannot withstand the temptation of food 
when his very length of days is dependent upon bis 
moderation, how can he exercise his will power upon 
nny active function in life? 


'.'The truth is that the average man is the weakest 


of creatures, physically and mentally. I have had men 
of world wide reputations come out to White Plains, 
and if I had never seen them I might have respected 
them. As it was, T could not do so. All I saw before 
me was an example of man who had'come to seek ray 
establishment to be forced by me into doing something 
on the simple lines of dieting and exercise which most 
men could do for themselves it their will powers had 
not, become destroyed by years of self-indulgence. 


"Eat llchtlv and exercise Intelligently. -That is the 


'*&

simple motto of health. Tet the ordinary man wfll 
run himself down and pay me to run him up again by, 
forcing him to do these simple things." 
i 


Chief among those who point out how the phantom 


of the increased cost of living may be largely over- 
come as well as a finer standard of health maintained' 
by greater intelligence in the matter of eating is Hor- 
ace. Fletcher, the founder and leader of the cult of 
Fletcherisuo, which has in the last ten yeais attain** 
a national prominence. Mr. Fletcher says overindul- 
gence in food is the greatest national sin to-day. / 
| 


"This is so," he s.-iid»"hccause from it spring almost 


all the other sins—the crimes upon health and upo« ^ 
law. I truly assert," snid Mr. Fletcher seriously, "that" 
the forcing Into the human body of huge masses of 
unmasticnted food, which can only be taken care of 
for a certain limited portion of time by the digestive 
functions. Is responsible for fnr more ill health and' 
prime than is gene'rnlly conceived. 


How It Is Eaten. 


"It isn't tbe question as to 'the sort of food SO 


much as the manner of eating it. A m:in can cat any 
foon if lie will c;it it properly, and by properly I mean 
by irhewlnr- it thoroughly until it becomes practically 
liquid in the mouth. Then the digestive organs ar« 
ready to receive it. If a man will do this a health} 
appetite will come and it will regulate Itself. Then I 
man will find that he will cat a half or a third of the 
quantity which he consumes now, with infinitely bettet 
results to himself. His brain will become alert and his 
body vigorous. 


"An old man can become a middle ngcd one and a, 


middlft aged mnn young. I know this because I have 
done it in my own c.'isc. I am sixty-one years by 
count. I nm thirty-live in reality. 


"And the saving of money." concluded Mr. Fletcher, 


"i? an important phase which should be borne in mind. 
The co.st of living in The cases of poorer families could 
he reduced by about hnif. Eight eating is the great 
basts of good health, and when you have this the ques- 
tion of happiness answers itself." 


It. may be remarked here that experts ha.ve noticed 


that in the Western centres of the country pebple are 
more moderate and intelligent, eaters than in the 
East. Chicago is more moderate than Js'ew Tort, as 
are Pittsburg and Cincinnati. In the cities of the 
South, too, while <ho pleasures of the table are highly 
regarded, eating is done in a leisurely way, which la 
the long run makes for health. 


However these things may be, it yet remains a. curi- 


ous fact that the public attention directed by the re- 
cent campaign to the high cost of living has perhaps, 
to tunny, made the high cost of living a possible bless- 
ing in disguise. How many In the country have been 
urged by this to a simpler style of food it would be 
impossible to say. But the vice of overeating Is now| 
being generally recognized as sornettlnjf vital by Its 
own right. 


Even Wall street has been touched by it. One of. 


the. most successful brokers there told the writer that 
through acute indigestion he had a period of compara- 
tive moderation in food enforced upon him with thi 
most beneficial results. 


"I drink a pint of hot water first thing in'the mora- 


iug," ho said. "Then I ride for half an hour in'the 
Park. At halt-past nine I come back for a shower 
and then cat. one egg and a piece of toast. I eat noth- 
ing else till half-past six at night, when I can really 
enjoy a full course dinner." 


Of course, he was not affected by any viewpoint a> 


to cost, but it would be a curious comment upc* 
things in general if the conceded high cost of living 
had perforce brought about a new standard of eatinj 
and health to the American people.

RINGING with him a unique collection of 
dresses, ornaments, cooking and other uten- 
sils used by the Seminole Indians living in the 
Everglades, the.waste marsh land of Southern 
Florida, Mr. Alanson Skinner, assistant an- 


thropologist in the American Museum of Natural 
History, recently returned to New York. He made a 
Journey fight across the Everglades, at the Instance • 
of the Museum, to collect specimens illustrating the 
mode of life of the Seminoles and information as to 
their habits.

Mr. Skinner rlslted Seminole villages which bad 


never before harbored white men, and he was an ob- 
ject of great curiosity among squaws and children, „ 
who beheld In him the first representative of a race 
they had never before seen. The Journey from Fort 
Myer, where l\e left the railroad, on the Gulf side of 
the marshes, to Miami, on the Atlantic coast line, took 
about six weeks. The first part of .the Journey, by 
ox team to the best landing, took five days, the next 
being accomplished by canoe.

The Seraiaole Indians who now inhabit the swamps 


of the Everglades are descendants of the remnants of 
the tribe who fled before the white man at the end of 
the Seminole War, in 1842. 
This, the second and 


longer of two conflicts with the Seminoles, was the 
fiercest of all the wars waged by the United States 
on the Indians. It lasted seven years, beginning in 
1835, and arose because part of the tribe refused to 


» cede its lands in Florida and to submit to removal 


to .the Indian Territory, iu accordance with the terms 
of a treaty made In 1834. 


On the final surrender the large majority of'the 


survivors, about four thousand, were Immediately 
taken to the West. 
A few remained in the swamps. 


Their descendants to-day number between three and 


four hundred. 


Crossed Only Five Times. 


"When we got to Fort Myer," said Mr. Skinner, "we 


were told we were attempting the impossible. The 
Everglades have only been crossed five times in all 
at any season of .the year, and iu the height of sum- 
mer the obstacles are held to be insurmountable. 
Many of the waterways are then dried up, or nearly 
so, and we were to travel by canoe. Lines of travel 
In the Everglades are waterways artificially deepened 
by the Indians. 
The depth varies from a few inches 


to thirty feet, though the general depth is under two 
feet. Where the water was' not deep enough the 
canoes had to be hauled. 


"Our first step was to enlist the services of com- 


' 
petent guides, and in this we were fortunate. We 
succeeded In obtaining Frank Brown, a cracker, who 
with his' father has the reputation among the Indians 
of never lying to them. This reputation stood us in 
good stead, as the Indians on many occasions received 
us on our guide's say-so. The crackers, you under- 
stand, are the .poorer whites In the southern South. 
Our party at the start was made up of myself, Mr. 
Julian A. Dimock, Frank Brown, another cracker, and 
n Seminole. The latter, however, had to turn back 
when he reached more uncivilized Indians. We after- 
ward learned that they severely punished him for 
guiding the white man Ho their domains. 


•The first part of the Journey was over the pine 


barrens. Here the soil Is sandy and not hidden by 
the scant vegetation, so that Its yellow glare becomes

"The costumes worn are exceedingly quaint. They 


are made of highly colored calicoes, and some taste is 
shown in the designs. The men's apparel resembles 
women's dresses far more than the regalia of India» 
warriors associated with the Pilgrim days or the OJ- 
fomia trail. 


"They will go to any length for ornaments. Some ol 


the bead belts we brought back mast have taken an 
enormous amount of time and labor. For metal orna- 
ments they hammer out coins. On the backs of somi 
of the meHal disks sewu on women's dresses can b« 
seen faint marks of the letters of dimes. The coins 
are heated and then beaten out on the head of an axe 
The custom probably is n relic of the time when natlvl 
copper was similarly beaten out for decorations. 


"Every Seminole camp is built on a mound tbrowl 


up by tun occupants or by the prehistoric and no* 
extinct Indians who inhabited the regies before them. 
The villages are roughly square. 


"The houses or lodges are merely roofs thatched 


with palmetto palm and with no sides. The weathei 
is not rigorous enough to have caused the Indians t( 
Invent or develoo houses with side walls. They sleei

"We were surprised that we were not more troubled 


the weather" was stifling and violent thunderstorms 
by mosquitoes. Travelling through a country border- 


were frequent. 
These would cud suddenly, and' in 


less than half an hour everything would be dry. 


"For this part of the trip a covered wagon or di- 


minutive prairie schooner was used, drawn by two 
yoke of stunted oxen. From time to time camp was 
made among the pines, and in this way we pushed on 
until the edge of the Everglades was reached. During 
the latter part of this section of the trip the oxen 
were driven through long stretches of water, which 
in places reached up to the wagon bed. 


Troubled by Insects. 


"After one of'my hunting trips away from camp in 


the pine barrens, accompanied by the Seminole, we 
were followed to camp by a very large panther, which 
roared until the oxen stampeded, but finally it slunk 


ing on swamps, we expected to be eaten up by them, 
but they were really scarce. This scarcity we put- 
down to the fact that rains and floods arc frequent 
Probably these have prevented the proper hatching of 
the eggs. Besides two varieties of raUlers we en- 
countered numbers of water moccasins. Occasionally 
we came across isolated human beings. 


"The most interesting experience came when we had 


penetrated into the Iu>art ot the swamps. Them we 
found villages to which the white man had never pcn- 
'etratcd and Indians who had never before seen our 
race. These were squaws and children, for although 
civilization has never reached the Interior, the men 
had all been out. 


"The Seminoles arc hostile to the whites and still 


have a horror of them. The memory of the capture 
of Osceola, their chief, is very much alive. Since the 
close of the Soniinolo war the government has done

Public Cooking Place. 


'In aiic centre of the village is a public cooking 


place, where ii continual fire Is kept burning. It 1« 
supplied by logs laid, like the spokes of a. wheel and 
projecting beyond the shelter of the thatched roof. 
As the lire burns off the ends, which, are together al 
the centre of the sheMer, the logs arc pushed in. 


"A large house, usually built near the canoe land- 


Ing, is used as a sort of hotel. It has a platform, on 
which food is always exposed. Strangers go to it, 
climb up on the scaffold, sit there and cat of the food. 
After they have finished eating the head men of the 
village interrlcw them. Thcu they may be allowed 
to sleep in the village, and if so they sleep on the scaf- 
fold in the same public house. 


"We encountered a case of the white man's educa- 


tion. 'Little Eilllo,' as lie is called by the crackert 
when lie appears on the edge of civilization, came out 
as a young man to get an education, but on his return 
the other Seminoles threatened him with death, and 
so he save up his ambition, returned to his people for 
good and resumed the Indian mode of life. 


"Just before reaching civilization on the cast coast 


at. Miami we came across an interesting example of 
their philosophy of life. We struck the tracks of two 
negroes about a week old, and it was evident that 
they had been in a hurry. We afterward learned that 
they bad murdered a white man aud had fled into the 
swamps. The Indians said ,$f>0 each was offered as 
reward for the capture of the negroes, and when 
asked what they would do about it. they said:— 


'• 'Think so iste luste [black man] Holawakus to

must be cared for and fed properly if 
Bhe is to give birth to a good litter of 
pigs. As a rule, the sow is neglected 
during this period, the owner seeming 
I-- think that the application of care 
and feed after s".-j has farrowed is all 
that is required. We should know 
that a poorly nourished mother means 
» weak, sickly litter of pigs.

The question of shelter Is an Im- 


portant one, whether in the northern j 
or southern States, although in the 
South—the far South especially—very! 
little shelter except at farrowing time 
Is needed. 
At farrowing time the 


mother should always be supplied with 
a. building that will afford shelter from 
li- 
rain and the wind for .both the 


mother and the pigs until the pigs 
t- ome dry. If the wind strikes the 
y-ning pigs when they are first born 
they will often ch'.ll to death. Bach 
farmer can make ' ' i own shelter, to 
b' In keeping with hir surroundings, 
but probably the best and most econ- 


omical building that can be mauo Is 
tv t portable hog tonse, as shown In 
the illustrations. 


These houses may vary in size; those 


with floor dimensions of 8 by 8 feet. 6 
by 9 feet, or S by 8 feet will be found 
most satisfactory. The roof need not 
be over 7 feet hlgt. at the highest 
point. 
The house may be made on 


runners to facilitate moving It about 
To prevent the sow from crushing the 
pigs at farrowing time, a scantling 
should be fastened to the Inside of the 
house, about 8 Inches from the ground, 
projecting about 10 Inches toward the 
center of the peu. The small pigs can 
rr 
under this protection and keep 


the mother from lying 
upon them. 


Supply plenty of straw for 
bedding, 


eapeclallr at farrowing time. 


The necessity of the careful feeding 


of the 
sow before 
farrowing? time 


should be apparent to every farmer, 
for it is impossible to obtain good 
pigs from a weak. Improperly fed, ne- 
glected mother. 


Pastures are the basis for the prof- 


itable handling 
of pigs. The 
pigs 


should be gotten up to weaning time 
as cheaply as possible, and the cheap- 
est way to do this is to have a pasture 
for the sows to run upon every month 
in the year that is possible. 
In the 


South it Is very little trouble to have 
pastures practically the year around, 
but. in the northern States 
more 


months of grain feeding are necessary- 
Of course, the sow should be provided 
with some grain In addition to the pas- 
ture, but the pastures will save a great 
amount of grain. It must be remem- 


bered that the sow must be nourished 
in such a way that the pigs will come 
into- the world strong 
and healthy. 


Corn alone will not keep the sow In 
a good, healthy condition, but corn, 
along with a good leguminous pasture, 
will provide her with a good ration. 
When pastures are not available, such 
feeds as skim milk and bran should 
be used along with the • corn. 
Not 


more than one-half 
of her 
ration 


should ever be made up of corn;

the other half should be made up of 
a feed that will furnish plenty of ash 
and protein. 


Leguminous pastures are the cheap- 


est feeds that can be found to go 
along with the corn. 
With a good 


leguminous pasture the sow will be 
maintained in good flesh when she is 
red a ration of corn equivalent to 1 
per cent of her live weight. For a 
200-pound sow this vould be 2 pounds 
of corn dally. 
When no pasture is 


provided, it 
requires 
from 6 to 7 


pounds of grain to maintain a 200- 
pound sow in proper condition. 


THE GAS EXGIXE. 


Farmers who shelter their machin- 


ery in the field during the winter are 
not apt to make much of a success of 
the gasoline engine !n iarm work. The 
gasoline engine Is a very handy power, 
and Is deserving of widespread popu- 
larity. 
It will fill many niches on 'a. 


good sized farm, and very few of us 
have begun to know its value. But it 
must be well cared for" and kept well 
housed, for there are certain condi- 
tions under which it operates thct are 
simple but inexorable. 
It will balk 


quicker than a mu!c U the conditions 
are not right. Any farmer can get 
valuable assistance from a gasoline 
engine if he will give it proper care. 


Its care is very simple. First comes 


protection from the weather. 
A tar- 


paulin is a very good cover for an 
engine that is kept out of doors, and 
even one housed is better if kept cov- 
ered when it is not In use. Live bat- 
teries are necessary. Electricity Is the 
spark of life to a gasoline motor. A 
clean spark plug is necessary at the 
other end of the battery wire. 
The 


mixture of gasoline and air must be 
just right for the most effective work 
at the greatest economy of power, al- 
though the motor will work and waste 
gasoline. 
Adjustments of this kind 


are simple to learn and should be 
understood 
by the 
man who has 


charge -of the 
engine. A frequent 


cause of trouble is the failure to strain 
the gasoline when filling the tank. Pay 
but little attention to men who claim 
that their gasoline is absolutely clean. 
or the result will be disastrous. Either 
strain the gasoline through a chamois 
or a finely meshed strainer. Good lu- 
bricating oil is another important es- 
sential. 
No gasoline engine can give 


its best service unless it is properly 
cared for and housed. 


PROTECTION OF DRINKING 
WATER 


POLLUTED WELLS NOT ONLY ENDANGER THE HEALTH OF 


THOSE ON THE FARM BUT THAT OF A MORE OR LESS 


NUMEROUS BODY OF CITY CUSTOMERS. 


Two Canadian geese enclosed on a 


game farm near New Orleans discov- 
ered a large fox squirrel stealing corn 
from their enclosure, and promptly 
killed him. 


In the city the sanitary condition of 


homes is maintained chiefly by a sys- 
tem of co-operation- and entrallzation 
which brings into existence extensive 
sewerage systems, water supplies, and 
the collection? of house waste by public 
authority. 


In the country—and more particu- 


larly in isolated districts—the condi- 
tions affecting the health of the house- 
hold are largely in its own hands, and 
more individual effort is required to 
maintain healthful surroundings than 
in cities. 
The 1 .rmer 
must supply 


himself and 
family 
with drinking 


water, and must get rid of the waste 
of the household as best he can. 


The chief dangers which threaten 


the health of rural inhabitants are 
those arising from polluted drinking 
water. This is often 
the 
result of 


neglect or Ignorance of the harmful 
effects of placing a well In close prox- 
imity to barns and other outbuildings. 
Th-i water in the well is infected from 
the household excifement 
and barn- 


yard drainage, and Its use leads to 
typhoid fever and other diseases. Wells 
are exposed to contamination by the 
surface water from rain, house slops 
and barnyard draina-e, which finds its 
way into the •well at or near the sur- 
face of the ground. 


Too much care cannot be bestowed 


npon the household well. It should be 
guarded jealously, and all means ap- 
plied to put the water above any sus- 
picion of being impure. This is espe- 
cially true in dairies where well water 
is used in cleaning the milk cans, and 
where steam and boiling water have 
not yet found their way for this end. 


The well Itself must be so construct- 


ed that Impurities cannot get into it 
from above or from the sides. 
If 


water can soak Into It after passing 
through a few feet of soil only. It can- 
not be regarded as secure from pollu- 
tion. 
To prevent this, the well may 


be provided with a. water-tight wall 
built of hard-burned brick and cement 
down to the water level. The outside 
surface of the wall should be cov- 
ered with a thin layer of cement, and 


clay pounded and puddled In 
it. 
Or. tile may be used to line 'ttu» 


well and the joints aade water-Ofht 
with cement down to the water leva!. 
Driven wells, 1. e.. wells conBtruct*4 
of Iron tubing driven into the ground, 
are. perhaps, the safest 
where th« 


quantity of water needed la cot larf* 
and where other conditions ar« favor* 
able.

WHY NOT BREED FOR SUMMER EGGS? 


By M. C. Clinton. 


Nearly everybody wants winter eggs. 


but why not have our hens lay through 
the summer months us well? Chickens 
of a good many breeds hatch in Febru- 
ary, and ought to begin laying the lat- 
ter part of June or carly'ln July, just 
when the winter layers are going off 
th<) job. 
Pullets that commence laying about 


this time are not very likely to moult 
very heavily the first year, and If they 
arc well cared for they will lay right 
along through the summer months and 
well Into the winter. 


Of course, the demand for eggs Is 


much heavier In the winter than tho 
summer, but then,/ too, tho supply Is 
greater. The farmer's wife who will 
havo p.irt of her flocks laying during 
t! 
winter months and the rest during 


the summer months, will find sho can 
arrange with customers In town to 
supply them with cgss all the year 
around at a fixed price. 


This Is tho kind of egg business 


which pays best. Tho greatest profits 
are mado by selling direct to the cus- 
tomer always, hut to do this ono must 
havo a supply all the year around, and 
oh:cks hatched in .'.pril and May do 
nqt begin to lay until late in the fall, 
nnd then usually stop laying early in 
the summer. 


Of course, in the . orthcrn climate It 


Is not as easy to raise young chicks -in 
the late winter months, but if a warm 
brooder house is provided'and special 
attention is given them, the young- 
sters will grow about as well as though 
hatched In late spring. 


In the South the chickens may eas- 


ily be raised earlier. 


An abundance of Utter should Tie 


provided, and a large bos filled with 
dry earth and sand should always 
be available for the youngsters to ex- 
ercise their scratching propensities. 


A good 
plan for 
winter hatohed 


chicks Is the deep 
feeding method. 


This method consist of strewing a lit- 
ter of fine chaff on the floor or In a 
comparatively thick layer, and scatter- 
ing a 
layer of 
chopped 
corn nnd 


wheat, then another layer of chaff. I 
and alternating until the' mass Is five 
or six Inches deep. 


Placed In a warm, sunny corner of 


tho brooder house, tho young chicks 
will find plenty of cxcrciso in digging 
f--r this food, and experiments havo 
shown that results obtained from this 
method are exceller* 


When spring comes along, the young 


chicks can be turned on the range un- 
til they have acquired full strength 
and plumage, and by tho middle of 
June will bo in excellent laying condi- 
tion. 


For this method of producing sum- 


mer eggs, the best laying breed should 
be selected. 
. Within our knowledge a young wo- 
man in Illinois ado. ted this plan with 
three settings of whlte'PIymouth Rock 
eggs which hatched 
February JOth. 


The pullets began layin;, Juno 25th. 
and produced the regular surply of 
eggs all through tho summer, months. 
They wintered In very good condition 
and laid regularly up to May 1st, the 
next spring, when they began to fall 
off. 


The next winter, however, they be- 


gan laying the ear!y part of October, 
ami ma.de as good records as any 
other birds on the place.. 


A WINDOW GARDEN FOR WINTER. 


The drawing shown herewith Illus- 


trates a simple greenhouse that any- 
one handy with tools can easily make. 


It consists of ordinary window-sash 


fastened together on three sides and 
to tho sides and sill of the window. 


The roof is also a sash. It is loose 


and hinged at the top. It may be 
raised to any desired height, serving 
as a ventilator to the growing plants. 


The best results are to be had from 


a. south or southeast window. 


The cut illustrates a window of four 


lights, 28x40 Inches. ' 


Tiie shelves are 18 inches apart. 


In shorter windows tho shelves may 
be closer, or fewer in number. 


Sufficient heat may be supplied from 


the living room, or wherever there is a 
constant fire during the winter. 


This is where the plants of early 


cabbage, cauliflower, eggplant and to- 
matoes may be started, also tho pansy, 
asters, petunias, nasturtiums and other 
free flowering annuals.

pan. 6 inches deep. This is filled with 
rich soil composed of leaf-mold and 
highly fertilized garden soil. In this 
the seeds are planted; the pot plants 
are arrange'd upon the shelves. 


The whole thing should be put to- 


gether with some screws so that It may 
be taken down and stored away during 
the summer. 


Select a window for yonr garden that 


can be ventilated without any draught 
on the plants. One that is absolutely 
air-tight. 


Do not have the shelves too near the 


glass, but allow space for a shade to 
be pulled down cold nights. When it 
is very cold, place several thicknesses 
of newspapers between the shade and 
the window. 


The soil used for potting should be 


composed largely of leaf mould and 
sand. If leaf mould cannot be used, re- 
sort to rich garden loams, sand and 
well-rotted manure, pulverized. 


Pots, pans, baskets, boxes should be 


provided with holes for drainage, and 
a layer of pebbles, 
stones, broken 


crockery or cinders put in the pots, 
etc., over the drainage holes. 


When a plant needs water, the only 


safe way Is to water thoroughly when 
the top soil Is dusty and dry to the 
touch. 


Spray once a week, and sponge oft 


•the leaves of the palms, rubbe- plants 
and all the smooth leaves with weak 
soap suds at least once a month. 


Be careful about the temperature, 


and remember that plants can stand 
a lower temperature with greater for- 
titude than a high one. The hot, dry 
air In most homes Is neither good for 
human or flower life, therefore pro- 
vide ventilation to give fresh air to 
the home when cold weather comes. 


A pan of water on the stove is an 


easy way to provide moisture.

ATTACHING 
WIRE TO CONCRETE POSTS. 


There are numerous methods of at- 


taching wire fencing to concrete posts. 
Some makers place staples or wire 
loops In the green concrete; others 
make holes In the posts. The former 
method Is not desirable because the 
fastener cannot 
be 
located exactly 


where the wire of the fencing will 
come when the post Is set ;ln the 
ground; then, too, the fastener will 
eventually rust or break off and will 
thus injure th» looks of the. post 
On the other hand, holes through the 
posts weaken them, and therefore this 
method is. In general, unsatisfactory. 


The simplest, easiest, and. cheapest 


way of fastening 8 wire fence to a. con- 
crete post Is by encircling the' post 
with a wire one size-less than the cor-' 
responding wire in the fence proper 
and by twisting this wire around the 
strand of the fence. This is done in 
two • ways. 'The 
fastening 
wire is 


Methods of Attaching Fence Wire to

pla.ced around the post, twisted upon 
itself and then to the fence wire: or 
one end of tho fastening wire is twisted 
around tho fence wire, and tho free 
end is then carried around the post 
and twisted on the other side to tho 
same wire. Either plan Is good.but caro 
must be taken to draw tho fastening 
wire tight, or else stock trying to get 
through the fence may raise or crush 
down tho fencing with their heads. If 
any trouble is experienced, the post 
should be roughened at the fastening 
point with a cold chisel. 


Expansion and contraction of the 


fence due to heat and cold arc cared 
\for by the tension curves or "kinks" in 
the woven-wire fencing, and no fear 
may be felt in drawing the fastening 
wires as tight as necessary. 
Wooden 


nailing strips should never be em- 
bedded In the posts, for moisture wll 
swell the wood and crack the con- 
crete.

In many towns Jn Wisconsin .and 


other states merchants and dairy far- 
mers-in co-operation have,established 
market; days, and 
'ithout. exception 


these have proven1 Interesting and val- 
uable In many ways. 


One day in each month Is devoted to 


the marketing of whatever surplus 
produce, cows, bulls and farm animals 
generally that farmers may have. The 
ii-erchants provide sheds for teams, 
and lota for animals divided off into 
pens, and Jarmers are encouraged in 
every way possible to attend these 
market days. 


Crowds begin to come early in the 


forenoon, and many a farmer spends 
tro entire day trading and exchanging 
views with others. A farmer who will 
keep his eyes and ears open will pick 
up many valuable pointers in his. busi- 
ness in the matter of feeding and the 
making of butter and cheese. 


Some of the merchants' associations 


in the best dairy sections offer mo..thly 
prizes for the best butter or cheese, or 
dairy cows and calves,- ana the market 
days in such places take the aspect of 
a county fair on a small scale. 


In some towns there has been a 


tendency to Introduce side shows and 
cheap attractions which divert the at- 
tention of the farmers, and particu- 
larly the young people, from the busi- 
ness of buying and selling and the ex- 
change of views. 


Very wisely, however, attempts to 


turn those market 
flays 
Into cheap 


shows have been discouraged, and in 
their places practlc 1 short talks a.re 
given by one or more competent men 
on the subject of da'-"Ing and Kencrnl 
farm In K. 


Sometimes tile representatives of the 


State 
experiment 
station make ad- 


dresses on these days, and altogether 
tTe market clay feature Is becoming 
of great value. 


THE WINTER BUTTER PROBLEM- 


.We.cannot hope to mike good but- 


ter without the proper ripening of the 
cream. This is, in fact, the most Im- 
portant part of the work. Most farm 
people keep skimming during the en- 
tire week, putting all into one lot, and 
often the 
last day's churning is 


skimmed directly Into the churn, and, 
of course, this has not ripened at all. 


This plan gives cream of six differ- 


ent periods of ripening. It Is almost 
impossible to get good 
butter from 


week-old cream. 


Churning should 
be done a,t least 


twice a week. After 
the 
cream Is 


taken off. it should be kept at low 
temperature to discourage the growth 
of bacteria until about twelve hours 
before 
churning, when 
the starter 


should be added to ripen it, and the 
temperature raised to about 65 or a 
little over. 


In summer, churning can b; done 


at 58 degrees, but in winter the tem- 
perature should be from C to 8 degrees 
higher . If churned at more then 65 
degrees, a good deal of the curd may 
be incorporated, and this will make 
butter of a cheesy n.avor, which does 
not keep well. 


Rancid butter is caused by insuffi- 


cient washing. The milk left in the 
butter will soon become strong, and 
it should be a.ll washed and worked 
out, care being taken, however, not to 
overwash the butter, as this will take 
out tho good fla.vor. 


Jn • salting, the 
rr.ass 
should be 


spread out thinly, and the salt sprink- 
led over evenly. beca.use It is almost 
Impossible to work the salt through 
all of the butter 1C It, Is thrown In in 
one place. 


Streaked, or mottled, butter is near- 


ly always caused by uneven salting.

They have a better reputation with us 
as insect destroyers than the thieving 
crow which some writers commend so 
highly for the bugs and worms they 
eat, and they also pay a handsome 
profit In eggs for any grain they may 
eat. 


The guinea hens lay an egg each 


day for several months at a time. 


"We have a brood of young guineas 


that a.re growing nicely^they are a 


guinea, ami are growing better than 
we ever got either full blood to do. 


I never liked the idea of crossing 


breeds, but a, cross seems to increase 
the vitality of the guinea. 


Some havo trouble finding the guinea 


nests, bnt our guineas have never Kone 
far from the house to make their 
nests. 
Sometimes they-lay in the hen 


nests in the poultry house. 


They range long distances from the 


house during the dn.y in search of food. 
but come near the house to lay.—A. J. 


THE WHY, WHEN AND HOW OF MULCHING 


By Eva Ryman Gafflard, 


It is doubtful If any one form of gar- 


den work Is more Important than that 
of mulching, but tho one who secures 
the best results from it is the one who 
makes a study of why, when and how 
It should be done. Just as ho studies 
tho reason for planting and pruning 
at certain 
seasons 
and In certain 


ways. 


Why do we mulch? Not to ^pre- 


vent freezing (ns many now to tho 
work seem to think), but to prevent 
thawing. It is prematuro thawing 
rather than hard freezing which wo 
havo to puard against. 


A bed of hnrdy bulbs will not be 


Injured If tho ground freezes solid far 
bclowthelr depthsvand stays BO 
months, liut If tho surface of 


for 
the 


ground Is loft bare and exposed to the 
bright sunshine of tho prc-spring days, 
thn surface soil thaws, tho bulbs start 
top growth, and the next freeze-up 
docs them on Injury. 


Every time a thaw is followed by a 


freeze more injury is done until the 
bulbs arc heaved out of tho soil and 
tho starting buds ruined. 


Tho mulch is intended to keep the 


direct sun rays from the soil and so 
prevent the warming of tho surface 
soil until tho time when It will not 
freeze again. 


Knowing that effort should be di- 


rected toward keeping off 
warmth 


rather than providing it, it is easy 
to understand how a. mulch of loose 
leaves, straw, evergreen boughs, corn- 
stalks. light barnyard litter or what- 
ever is convenient, is better than a 
dressing of heavy manures that may 
keep the soil sufficient!:- warm, di- 
rectly under it. to start 
growth of 


plants and then smother them. Let the 
covering be light and loose, remem- 


bering that the object is 
shade the soil from the sun and 
tect It from the sweep of the wlnda, 


If tho material Is light enough to b» 


blown away by the winds, a few light 
branches should be put over It—J st 
enough to hold tho material -wh«T» 
put. 
If some old woven wira fencing 


Is available, a strip of that pegged 
down at tho corners holds any «ort 
of mulch securely. 


The same law that applies to the 


flat bods where bulbs or half-hardy 
plants are wintering applies to the 
half-hardy 
ah rubs 
on 
which th« 


branches, as wpn as the roots, need, 
protection to prevent the first warm 
days from starting dormant leaf badt 
Into a premature growth that will M 
killed by subsequent freezing. 


Hero 
straw, cornstalks, overgren 


bouKhs. or other 
material must be 


stood on end around the bushel, and 
In order to do tho work in the, eadwt 
w,iy and with tho least material, all 
dead branches should bo cut from .the 
shrubs and the remaining branch** 
drawn together na closely as may '1M 
without injurinc them. 
Use broad 


strips of cloth for this work (or twltti 
of straw), in order to avoid cutttnl 
tho branches. 
' 


Cover tho 
ground 
with 
a light 


mulch, then stand the protection ma- 
terial around the shrub and tie it ta 
place. When this Is done, examine it 
near the ground and open It out ta 
places to admit a circulation of air 
over the surface of the soli, and. In- 
cidentally, spoil fine nesting places for 
mice and moles. 


Barrels with both ends out make 


good protectors if the lower end r«t» 
on something (bricks for example) to 
hold them up from the ground, and 
the tops covered with burlap.

T the time of which I write the late Sultan of 
the Ottoman Empire, Abdul Hnmid II., had 
reigned ten years. Apparently he was then 
well liked by those Americans who came under 
his personal influence. 
To some of them he 


had shown conspicuous courtesy. 
• 


Twenty-three years afterward, in April, 1000, he 


was. forcibly dethroned by his own subjects, and with 
public accusations of shocking misrule. Perhaps the 
Interest that attaches to his fateful'bistory may lend 
something to my story of his royal hospitality to the 
personnel of the older Kearsarge at Constantinople. 
In the case in point the Sultan went beyond prece- 
dent—with a single exception only. 


"Back in the eighties" it was the policy of the 


United States to keep a force of three war vessels in 
the Mediterranean. Commonly one of them was sta- 
tioned in the Levant, as the waters of the extreme 
eastern Mediterranean are sometimes called. It was 
there that the American missionary and educational 
Interests were greatest 


At the time of my story one vessel had been sent, 


home afitl had not yet been replaced. The two ves- 
sels that remained on the station for service were the 
Pensacola, commanded by Captain George Dewey, 
and the Kearsarge, commanded by myself, then a 
commander In rank; The Pensacola was the flagship 
of Rear Admiral Samuel K. Franklin, commander in 
chief of the Mediterranean station. Both vessels had 
seen service in the civil war. wherein the Kearsarge 
had gained European prestige by sinking the Con- 
federate cruiser Alabama, off Cherbourg. 


Early in June, ISSn, the two ships were at Smyrna. 


The Kearsarge had bpen kept in the Levant, but the 
Pensacola had joined recently from the western 
Mediterranean, and the two vessels had cruised in 
company along the roast of Syria. In the forenoon of 
June 4 I -was surprised, by a signal from the flagship 
directing me to stow our forecastle gun In the hold— 
a queer use for guns. Thus tlic Kearsarge was re- 
duced from .1 seven sun ship to a six gun ship. 
The 


next day tbe commander in chief transferred his flag 
to the Kearsarge for a visit to Constantinople. The 
role for tbe pasnase of flic Dardanelles by war ves- 
sels was very rigid. A finnan or permit from the 
Sultan was necessary, nnd none was conceded to any 
vessel mounting more than six guns. Therefore the 
rule explained the dlsnhlpment of one sun of the 
Kearsarge and the temporary abandonment of the 
more powerful Pcnsnrola ns n flagship. The Kear- 
garge left-Smyrna on the same dny. 


In the forenoon of the following day wo anchored 


In the Dardanelles, under ihc forts of Ohanak, them 
to await the firman of the Sultan. To make clear my 
further story it may be well to bring to mind that 
from west to east the Mediterranean Sen, the Sea of 
Marmora and the Black Sea are in chain. The first 
two are counectcd by the Dardanelles, or Hellespont, 
as the strati: was called In ancient times. The second 
ind third sens are connected by the Bosphorns, a 
similar strait. Constantinople is on the European slda 
of the Bospuoms, close to the Sea of Marmora. 
Cbanak and its formications are near ancient Abydos, 
the place whore the fabled Loandcr swam the Helles- 
pont to meet Hero anil whore Lord Byron repeated 
the feat of Leander. 


In that locality also Xerxes bridged the strait with 


boats for the passage of liis army. 


Beaten by a GirL 


Alas for the fame of Leander and Byron: At Con- 


stantinople I met a Swedish lady—now a princess— 
n-ho swam the Bosphorus at Therapla, a suburb of 
Constantinople, lying near the Black Sea entrance. 
Her accomplishment equalled that of Lenmler nnd 
Byron at Ahydos. The danger at. both crossings lies 
in the swift nnd eddying currents, for the mere dis- 
tance from shore to shorn is much within the swim- 
ming record uf many a modem girl in her "teens."' 


The Dardanelles,' at I lie place where Leander and 


Byron swam their names into romantic history, is 
ono and one-quarter miles wide. 
\Vhilo the Bos- 


phorus at Therapia is only slightly piore than half 
as wide, tbe close constrict inn of its channel, ns well 
as the natural features of the bottom, produce thu 
swifter currents and the moris IreMfhennis eddies. 


But all this time \vc have been waiting for the Sul- 


tan's flnnaii. Tbe ticking off of Turkish red tape is 
proverbially slow, so we luid expected to wall. Ions at

sume our passage the same day. 
Tin's unexpected 


promptness wns auspicious, for indeed the whole 
course of our visit, therenfter llowed smoothly. We 
arrived at Constantinople on the iil.Ii'and anchored 
in tho Bospliorus close in to I lie shore of the city. 
Then, with n hawser made fast, to a local mooring 
buoy astern, we were all .snug nnd ready for events.

or the weekly military ceremonial of the Sultan's 
public appearance at a mosque for prayer. 


The Admiral was received by the Sultan in person 


and with his staff, including myself, attended that 
most exclusive and gorgeous of official indoor func- 
tions, the Sultan's annual reception of the dignitaries 
of his Empire at the palace o£ Dolnm Baghclii, on the 
Bospliorus. 
,Wc joined with the Turks in "dressing 


ship" and firing salutes in honor oC that event. Also 
we were taken by officials to the famous treasury on 
Seraglio Point, where we saw '.lie jewels of mighty 
Sultans of the past ns well ns great quantities of un- 
cut precious stones huddled "in bulk." 


Many other places of interest were visited, includ- 


ing palaces, mosques nnd Robert College—an Ameri- 
ran Institution—and the American School for Girls, at 
Scutari, on the Asiatic side of the Bospliorus. Natu- 
rally we were proud of those admirable evidences of 
American spirit that: attracted students from afar 
and from many nations and peoples. 


We attended the annual exercises of the girls' 


school, and were amnsrd at. the little arts and graces 
that, those foreign girls had acquired and which are 
peculiar to American girls, line girl, an Armenian, I 
think, read an essay in English, entitled "Elbows," 
which was full of quiet humor. After discussing the 
physical types and the use and misuse of elbows, she 
showed how they corresponded with tbe mental traits 
and activities of different people. (The essay was 
cleverly written nnd 77011 Id pass ns current literature 
at Vassnr or Wcllesley. 


The Dinner. 


But we were loading up, though unknown to our- 


selves, to the crowning honor of the Kcarsarge's 
viHit. 
About July "> tbe Sultan declared bis Intention, 


through Mr. Cox, the American Minister, to give a 
dinner to the Admiral and the otllcers and men of the 
Kenrsnrge. His Majesty called for the number that 
could be expected. 
A goodly number was named, 


but not. large enough, it. appeared, fur the degree of 
hospitality that was intended. 


Tho Sultan desired that the number be increased. 


A regulation of the navy interposed somewhat. 
It. 


limited absence from the ship nt one time to one-half 
of the officers and crew and prescribed that, there 
should always be maintained on board an organized 
force that would be effecliVft for any emergency. I 
myself feared that there wns n limit lr> the number of 
our enlisted men who could trust themselves to gunge 
their drinking to the extremely nice demands of a 
royal dinner. 


Good Intentions sometimes drown quickly In strong 


liquor. Belter to have remained away from Constnu- 


shaves and shines" were In order on the forward dec-Is* 
of the good old Kearsarge. At half-past flve o'clock 
the selected guests left the ship in the ship's boats, 
each member of the party arrayed in the full flower 
of bis wardrobe. We entered the Golden Horn, passed 
the famous Bridge of Boat* and lauded at the Marine 
Arsenal, on the eastern shore. Uniformed officers and 
men met us at the sea wall and conducted us to the/ 
Marine Palace, within the domain of the Arsenal. 


At the Palace our officers were received by distin- 


guished members of the Sultan's official family 'and 
by officers of the Turkish army nnd navy. We were 
given most cordial greeting. The men of our crew 
were taken to other rooms and were not seen again by 
their officers until all had dined.' The Sultan was rep- 
resented by his Minister of Marine. It had not beeu 
expected by us that His Majesty would be present, in 
person, for. his life was one of studied seclusion. The 
American Minister and members of his diplomatic 
staff joined our party at the Arsenal. 


Soon we were taken In charge individually and led 


to the dining saloon in procession. The. conversation 
at. the table was in both English and French. As to 
that feature, nnd all other features, the banquet was 
exceptionally pleasing. Tbe elderly Pacha ou my left 
bad been to the United States on some special uaval 
iiiUslon and spoke English well. The cuisine was vir- 
tually French, but with touches of distinctively Turk- 
ish preference—for example, the. coJEee. Simple but 
very rich ornaments nnd service were characteristic 
of the setting. If memory serves me right the coffee 
cups wore of delicate china ware inlaid with precious 
stones. Otherwise the service throughout wns of rich 
silver nnd gold. In every way it was manifest that 
the dinner was given under the royal dictation. 
Doubtless that beautiful service came from the royal 
household. 


The murmur of conversation coming from nn ad- 


joining room showed that our men were enjoying 
themselves, and, so we were told, their menu was pre- 
cisely that of the table at which their officers wore 
dining. With them were soldiers and sailors from the 
Turkish army and navy. The Koran forbids to the 
faithful the use of splrituou* and fermented liquors, 
but hospitality made no denial to the Christian guests 
that night.

Mr. Cos, always ,a graceful and. fluent orator, made 


an appropriate address In our behalf, and, for once in 
his life, withheld tiie humor that bubbled within him. 
Mr. Cox, lauded' international good will and gave 
credit to the Orient for the boon of chemistry and* 
mathematics. We sat long at table and then retired 
in a body to another room, where we smoked and 
conversed. Soon Lieutenant Staunton, tho Admiral's 
flag lieutenant, came to me and said our entertainers: 
had asked the Admiral If ho would not like to address 
bis own men of tho crew. The Admiral requested me 
to servo as his proxy for the purpose- I felt no hesi- 
tation in addressing my own men, certainly not, if I 
might thereby please tbe commander in chief. We 
went to the great hall or lobby where the men were 
assembled for smoking. 


The Turkish officials were alert, nnd doubtless 


eager to observe the attitude of officer to man in the 
navy of a democratic nation. Our men were in fine 
but legitimate spirits. I learned that, they had agreed 
among themselves to restrict their drinking of the 
seductive champagne to one glass for each man, and 
they bad .kept, the faith. In my address I explained 
to the men the very exceptional nature of His Maj- 
esty's hospitality, and the absence of all hope, on our 
own part, that we could ever make any adequate re- 
turn In kind. 


"But," snld I, "we can at least give expression to 


an appreciation Hint will match even this royal enter- 
tainment. Then 1 called for three cheers for "His 
Majesty the Sultan," and they were given with a 
will. I bad observed that, the Turks gave but ono 
cheer to the Sultan, so our own three cheers muse' 
hnve been impressive. 


Resuming, I reminded the men that the Sultan had 


brought us Into close company that night with mem- 
bers of tbe Turkish army and navy, and I called for 
another three cheers, this time for the Turkish army 
and navy. 
Again the cheers rung out lustily and 


pleasure Illumined the faces of our Turkish friends. 
Wo were doing good, dynamic work, but the climas 
approached. 


I next; told the men that we had Just learned that 


while we were dining (he Sultan had caused a steamer 
to. be sent, alongside the Kearsarge with precisely the 
same dinner for the officers and men who had not 
been so fortunate ns to join us on shore. The effect 
of Ibis news wns electrical. 
Nothing could have 


pleased the men more. When the murmur of delight 
bad subsided 1 snld:—"Men, it appears that His Mnj- 


uov^eonsturnatlon, among the Turkish official. "WT»at 
was the meaning of that growl?"

That and other questions were asked Sir. Cox. With 


no small concern Mr. Cox hastened to me and said in 
a low voice, "We are, of course, familiar with, the. 
'tiger* at home, but what docs It mean? I have never 
analyzed the meaning. What shall I tell them?" For 
a moment I was at a loss. Doubtless I was held re- 
sponsible for that unexpected growl—and at a royal 
dinner!

Happily a thought came to me. ' I replied to Mr. ' 


Cox, in rather a loud voice, "Having made known cur 
sentiments in our cheers, the 'tiger' expressed, con- 
fusion, but amiably, to those who would refuse to 
.join with us."

Mr. Cox beamed wisely. Returning to the Minister 


of Marino he made it plain that the "tiger" was in- 
tended by the men as an enthusiastic and trnly Amer- 
i?an evidence of further good will, and it was, in fact, • 
so intended. The seeming contretemps was dispelled. 
International relations were once more up and about 
aud still more strongly "cepiented." Undoubtedly the 
Sultan was informed of every detail of that dinner, 
especially ns to the way in which our men had en- 
riched the sentiment of the occasion with a wild 
American "tiger." Certainly his representativea were 
in the end both amused and complimented. 


The dinner wns over. 
We returned to our boats 


under escort and found that the Bridge of Boats and 
the shores of the Golden Horn were illuminated In 
honor of the Sultan's guests. Pleasant words were 
exchanged aud we returned to the Kearsarge as w« 
came. It was true—all who had remained, on board 
hud been served with the same royal feast, and the 
liquid part had called for much Jiicety of executive 
action, lest the navy regulations be trampled upon. 


The Sultan must; have been pleased, for the next 


day he sent his oldest son, Prince Sellni, then only 
sixteen, to visit; the Kearsarge to express His Maj- 
esty's satisfaction in our coming to Constantinople 
and lo give us the "imperial greeting." All hand* 
were called nft nnd the Prince addressed them to 
that, effect. 
We left Constantinople on July fl, and 


on the 12th arrived at Syra, Greece, where the Ad" 
mlrnl transferred his ting back to the Pensacola. 
Afterward, when the Kenrsnrgo returned alone to 
Ottoman waters), It was found that the news of th« 
Sultan's dinner bad preceded us and that officials 
had received command* from the Porto to do us 
honor. At Beirut, Syria, the Governor of the prov- 
ince visited the ship nnd was kind enough to say:— 
"I saw the fine'manner in which you approached the 
shore rapidly nnd came to anchor promptly. It wa» 
worthy of the ancient reputation of the Keftrsarf«.'<

The imitator has a very fair chance 
of making good his deception in the matter of rugs 
so long as he has to do with the uninitiated. 


The dye pots of rug making contain secret com- 


pounds that arc carefully guarded -ancl concealed. 
From onions, beets, sheep's blood, Indigo, madder 
and the juice of berries are produced the wonderfully 
soft colors that form the chief attraction In line rugs. In 
age the colors become mellowed and blended, ancl tha 
difference between a real antique and a new rug fresh 
from the loom is plain to the»least experienced.

He grew so proficient in his later years in the lore of 
rugs that he seemefl to know Instinctively the merit* 
of carpets and rugs, and many an hour did he spend 
In a gallery devoted especially to those fabrics watch- 
ing the play of colors upon them ns If he were com- 
muning with the souls of the past. 


Of late years there hns been a growing Interest 


In the Chinese rugs of the fifteenth, sixteenth and sev- 
enteenth centuries, which are especially interesting to 
the collector on account of the rich and beautiful sym- 
bolism they convey.

Dr. Valentlner now comes forward with an explana- 


tion which seems to havo n far greater weight ot 
authority In its favor. He declares that the namt 
Polonaise dalos from the Paris Exposition of 1878, 
when several rugs of this type were exhibited bj 
Prince O.arloriKki from Warsaw. Some of these were 
ndorned with the princely coat of arras, which had been 
embroidered upon them at a later date. The fact that 
(here was nothing European in their design always 
has made it difficult to accept the story that in some 
way the making of these rugs was carried on by 
natives of Poland or descendant1? of Persians there 
In exile. 


Some Famous Fabrics. 


Tt Is now generally believed that tlie exquisitely 


delicate fabrics wore made in Persia, between the 
years 3000 and ICiiO, and were woven by n special 
corps of weavers attached to the roynl household and 
sent, by Shah Abbas, of Persia, to European courts. 


These rugs are exceedingly rare and on account 


of their great beauty arc in groat demand. The seven 
splendid specimens which arc now to be seen-at the 
museum are abont three hundred years old, and could 
they tell of their travels many n story might they 
relate of lives In palaces before they came into tha 
possession of their present owners. 


It Is stated that there are about three hundred ol 


these Polish rugs in the world. The best examples 
are preserved in the European courts, such as those 
of Moscow, Copenhagen, Stockholm and Munich, aud 
other places where they have been carefully guarded 
since the seventeenth century. 


The visitor to the museum has a rare opportunity 


In observing the wonderful harmony of colors in these 
specimens. The principal hues, all of which seem to 
retain their pristine brilliancy, arc light blue, green 
nnd remarkable shades of orange and brown, which 
nre especially beautiful when the light falls at dif- 
ferent angles upon the heavy silken pile of the fabrics.
